FIG"The Oldest of all Fruit 


Likely you have never thought of the important part the Fig 
plant has played in the life of men. It is written that the first clothes 
men ever wore were made of fig trees. All down through the ages men 
have been using parts of the figs as raiment. Hopes are made from 
.ig trees. And men get food from 
fig trees. In Persia the Arabs and 
other bohunks eat dried figs and drink goats 
milk. Some times they 
drink camels milk but anyhow they live to be very old just on this 
one diet. I believe the Arabs claim to be the longest lived race of people. 
Some of us think we need a balanced ration. If a man wants to get fat 
like a hog he needs a balanced ration hut to stay lean and healthy 
I do not know. A fig plant to bear well needs a 
rather poor soil, if the 
soil is too rich it will all go to wood. We now’ have plants that will come 
up from the ground and hear big crops. In South Texas they have found 
they can grow more figs to the acre to plant these quick bearing kinds 
and cut them back even with the ground every w’inter. Figs are growm 
as far north as New’ York. The biggest bill of trees I ever shipped was 
fourteen thousand fig trees sold to a man in Delaware. Others set the 
plants in tubs and in pots, they make a dandy pot plant up north. 
Lvery man ought to set a fig plant or two in his yard. It is likely that 
men could never have lived In Persia had it not been for the figs. They 
go hack with us to the verv dawn of the human race. 
The Fig Plant is what you might call an ever bearing tree. In the 
late fall just before frost you will find that your fig trees have figs 
of all sizes and ages on them. If you want to keep these little figs, bend 
the bushes down and pile straw or dead weeds on them. Then pile on 
dirt until you are sure Низ frost cannot kill the plants. Next spring 
when all danger of frost is gone uncover your plants and straighten 
| hem back up. The little figs will go right on growing and will be ripe 
in a month after the plants are uncovered. 


THL HARRISON FIG: Also called the Texas Wonder. About 
twenty years ago a man named Harrison living near Fort Worth sent 
to Spain for some fig cuttings. He grew one tree that has proved the 
best and most prolific tree ever found. They are large yellow, verv 
‘sweet and single plants will bear a bushel of figs. The frost will kiil 
them back easily but they send up new suckers that are constantly 
covered with the big yeilow figs from July until frost. They make the 
best preserves and are fine to eat right off the tree. You should plant 
a few of these wonderful figs. 


MAGNOLIA FIG : To the l>est of my knowledge this fig originated 
in South I exas. It was called Never Fail for many years. The figs are 
\e i\ large. It is hardier than the Harrison and it takes nearly zero 
weather to kill the plants down. 


ISCHIA: Brought from Persia many years ago. The plants grow 
very vigorously but hardly as desirable as other figs. 
HIRTU . From Japan. The fruit is small but like all other Japanese 
fruits it does its very best when it comes to bearing. You know the 
Japanese have no time to piddle with a plant that will not bear 
Send for Fitzgerald’s Nursery Catalog.
